Although the Tesson Ferry site 
“in general is susceptible of devel- 
opment to accommodate a major 
airport,” ‘the cost of development 
would be “comparatively high, pri- 
marily because of the large amount 
of grading which ‘must be done to 
reduce the existing rough topog- 
raphy to permissible grades for 
airport runways,” Horner & Shif- 
rin, consulting engineers, told a 
committee representing major air- 


lines, in a survey report made pub- 
lic today. 

Acquisition and removal of ex- 
isting buildings also represents a 
large item of expense, the engi- 
neers pointed out. 

Under the most desirable plan 
for development of the Tesson 
Ferry site, the. engineers pointed 
out, grading would cost $3,953,000 
and acquisition and removal of 
buildings, $1,158,500—a total of $5,- 
111,500, representing about 40 per 
cent of the total development cost 
of $13,647,447. This total develop- 
ment figure does not include cost 
of the land on which the airport 
would be bullt, but only the value 
of the buildings. 

It is of interest to note that 
the grading cost is greater than 
the construction cost of the admin- 
istration building, hangars, shops 
and all other airport buildings, 
estimated at $3,265,000. Runway 
paving is estimated at $1,426,007, 
or onl yslightly more than the 
cost of acquiring and removing 
buildings.

LISTED UP TO NOV. 19 


Total for Army 94,918, Navy 
32,051—Gilbert Losses of 
Navy Not Included. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 2 .(AP).— 
Secretary of War Stimson reported 
today that American Army cas- 
ualties from the beginning of the 
war to Nov. 15 were 94,918, bring- 
ing the total announced casualties 
for all branches of the armed 
forces to 126,969. 

Casualties reported by the Navy 
Department for the Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard to date— 
except for the preliminary reports 


announced yesterday from the re-| tio 


cent operations in the Gilbert 
Islands—total 32,051, of which 13,- 
160 were killed, 5740 wounded, 8926 
missing and 4225 prisoners of war. 

Stimson told a news conference 
that the Army total included 14,321 
killed, 32,690 wounded, 23,417 
prisoners of war and 24,490 
missing in action. Of the Ameri- 
cans officially listed as prisoners, 
1610 have died in prison camps, 
mostly in Japanese-occupied terri- 
tory, he reported. 

Stimson announced that Ameri- 
can Army casualties in Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark's Fifth Army from 
the beginning of operations on the 
Italian mainland to date total 11,- 
572, of whom, 1811 were killed, 
7091 wounded and 2670 missing. 
Casualties of British elements in 
the Fifth Army have been some- 
what smaller, he said.

SUNK OFF GILBERTS 


Only Ship Lost in Operation; 
Commander and Rear 
Admiral Missing. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP).— 
The United States escort aircraft 
carrier Liscome Bay, was tor- 
pedoed and sunk by a Japanese 
submarine during the Gilbert Is- 
land operations. It was the only 
American vessel lost during the 
engagement, the Navy announced 
today. 

R. Adm, Henry. M, Mullinnix, pre- 
viously reported missing, was said 
by the Navy to have been aboard 
the carrier. Capt. Irving D. Wilt- 
sie, commander of the Liscombe 
Bay, also is reported missing in ac-

Casualties on the carrier have 
not yet been disclosed. 

The Liscome Bay was the first 
American escort carrier reported 
sunk and is the first carrier of any 
kind to be lost since the Hornet 
went down in the battle of Santa 
Cruz Oct. 24-25, 1942. 

The Liscome Bay was built at 
the Kaiser yards at Vancouver, 
Wash., and was launched April 19, 
1943. It was named for a bay in 
Alaska. 


U. S. Submarine Wahoo Overdue 
And Presumed Lost. 

The Navy also announced today 
that the United States submarine 
Wahoo is overdue and presumed 
to be lost. 

(The Berlin radio earlier today 
had announced the loss of the 
Wahoo. The report was broadcast 
under a New York dateline and 
said the Wahoo, commanded by 
Comdr.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP).— 
A supreme Allied drive to crush 
Germany before this winter’s end 
stood out today as one of the most 
probable subjects for discussion by 
President Roosevelt, Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill and Marshal Stalin 
in their first three-way grand 
strategy conference of the war. 

Implementing of such decisions 
was regarded here as a logical fol- 


low-up to the Cairo conference 
which implied that an unprece- 
dented unity of command of Allied 
forces in the Pacific and Asia was 
assured as a result of the meeting 
of Roosevelt and Churchill with 
the Chinese leader, Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, 

The principal requirement of 
Russian strategy, as understood by 
American experts on the eastern 
front here, is the fact that while 
the Russians can mount major of- 
fensives in the winter and summer, 
they cannot undertake large-scale 
operations in the spring because of 
heavy mud. 

Thus if the assault in the west 
is to be co-ordinated with a smash- 
ing drive in the East, it must be 
started before the winter’s end or 
delayed until summer. 

Preliminaries at Moscow, 

The recent Moscow meeting of 
Foreign Ministers and some Allied 
military experts afforded the first 
occasion for a full exchange of in- 
formation. But the powers of de- 
cision, as vested in Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Stalin, are brought 
together for the first time in the 
conference now believed to be in 
progress, probably at Teheran, Iran 
(Persia), possibly at Cairo or some 
other point in the Middle East. 

The fact, brought out in dis- 
patches from Cairo, that discussion 
of the second front resulted in 
long argument was the most con- 
crete evidence yet produced that 
all decisions regarding the inva- 
sion of Europe have not yet been 
made and that, within the limits 
of weather conditions and the ex- 
tent of Allied preparation, plans 
for it may be speeded up to fit the 
requirements of Russian strategy. 

Conclusions reached by the Brit- 
ish-American military authorities 
doubtless included estimates of the 
havoc wrought inside Germany by 
the British-based aerial offensive 
and at least tentative decisions on 
the extent to which this destruc- 
tion is clearing the way for final 
victory. 

All authoritative statements re- 
cently have been to the effect that 
air power alone would not be re- 
lied on to crush Germany. In line 
with that belief the Allies have 
been massing invasion forces and 
boats in and around England for 
many months, 

It has been assumed, and mili- 
tary informants say rightly so, 
that unless air power, along with 
German defeats on the Russian 
front, should suddenly crack Ger- 
man morale, this invasion force 
will be thrown across the channel 
when (1) it is fully prepared (2) 
Russian strategy is favorable and 
(3) weather conditions are right. 

Time Believed Ripe. 

One factor undoubtedly entering 
into consideration of a blow this 
winter is that German morale, 
shaken by incessant bombing, is 
expected to be at its lowest just 
before the approach of spring 
brings a promise of relief from 
winter suffering. Some qualified 
experts here believe that if an early 
victory can be won through col- 
lapse of the enemy’s home front, 
that is the time to win it. 

A means for further pressure on 
morale, as pre-conference reports 
from London have suggested, may 
be found in a joint Roosevelt- 
Churchill-Stalin declaration to the 
German people telling them in 
plain words what treatment they 
can expect if they surrender uncon- 
ditionally and what death and de- 
struction are in store if they do 
not give up. 

The complete devastation of 
Hamburg by air and the more re- 
cent destruction of sections of Ber- 
lin, would reinforce such a pro- 
nouncement with the convincing 
proof of accomplishment. 

Under such terrific psychological 
pressure, with their armies badly 
beaten in Russia and retreating in 
Italy, the Germans might find the 
actual landing of Allied troops in 
Western Europe more than they 
could bear. 

: Unity in Pacific. 

As for the Pacific theater, the 
announcements reveals the con- 
ferences were paralleled by mili- 
tary -.staff discussions which 
agreed on future operations in the 
Pacific-Asiatic theaters. Ob- 
servers here assured that agree- 
ments also were reached on 
methods of meeting changing con- 
ditions in the future with the 
same high degree of unity which 
these discussions produced. 

The possibility was suggested 
that the Chinese, whose armies are 
destined to play a major role in 
the final crushing defeat of Japan, 
would assign liaison officers and 
observers to the British-American 
global command already cut out 
for Gen. George C. Marshall, the 
American Army Chief of Staff.

CAIRO, Dec. 2 (AP).—Here, 
chronologically, are the sessions of 
the five-day tripartite conference: 


Sunday, Nov. 21: 

The first formal interchange 
came at 9 p. m. Sunday when 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
called on Prime Minister Churchill 
at the latter’s villa. It was the 
first time the two men had met. 

Churchill dined Sunday night 
with the highest members of the 
British staff at his tiled willa. This 
session Was a repetition of an all- 
day conference he had held at 
Malta en route, except that. Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and Maj. 
Gen. Bedell Smith, Eisenhower's 
chief of staff, were not present as 
at Malta. 

Monday, Nov. 22: 

Early in the day Churchill re- 
ceived Sir Archibald Clark Kerr, 
British Ambassador to Moscow. 

At 10:30 a. m., President Roose- 
velt arrived, driving to his villa 
in a heavily-curtained limousine, 
preceded by jeeps bristling with 
tommy guns, along a road heavily 
guarded by American troops, all of 
whom were ordered to turn their 
backs as the procession passed. 

As soon as the President was 
indoors, Churchill called on him. 
Churchill appeared in good spirits, 
wearing a 10-gallon cowboy hat 
and light beige suit. The pair 
took up where they had left off 
at the White House in August, 
and kept their heads together so 
long that Churchill | stayed for 
lunch with Roosevelt alone. 

While they talked, the first of 
two military conferences was held 
at a hotel, starting at 11 a. m. 
Gen. George C. Marshall, United 
States Army Chief of Staff, led 
the way into the first one, pre- 
ceded by a great bustling of sec- 
retaries bringing paper and pen- 
cils into the main conference 
room. Chinese and British rep- 
resentatives were much in evi- 
dence. 

At the same time, Lt. Gen. 
Joseph W, Stilwell, Commander in 
Chief of American forces in China, 
Burma and India, his chief of 
staff, and Chiang Kai-shek pre- 
sided at a small conference on the 
Far Eastern campaign. 

The first all-inclusive military 
conference opened at 3 p. m. In 
the biggest conference room with 
the smartly-attired Chinese lead- 
ers sitting alongside Gen. Mar- 


ishall and Sir Alan Brooke, Chief 


of the Imperial British Staff, and 
their top-ranking leaders at a 
long, green baize-covered table. 

Thirteen men sat at each side 
of the table, with one at each end. 

When the others left after the 
session, Marshall and Brooke sat 
for 20 minutes in a private Con- 
ference. 

Monday night, Churchill and 
Roosevelt dined alone at the Pres- 
ident’s villa, and sat late into the 
night with members of their gen- 
eral staffs, presumably discussing 
details of plans to crush both Ger- 
many and Japan. 

Tuesday, Nov. 23: 

The British and American high 
commands met separately in the 
morning in accordance with the 
usual custom of such parileys, 
while Churchill met Andrei Vishin- 
sky, the Russian Vice-Commisar of 
Foreign Affairs who was en route 
to Algiers to take his place on the 
Mediterranean Commission. 

During the morning, Roosevelt, 
Churchill, .and Chiang Kai-shek 
and Madame Chiang Kai-shek, 
along with various ambassadors, 
including John G. Winant, W. 
Averell Harriman and also Harry 
Hopkins, held a plenary session 
at the President's villa on political 
matters. 

Although the outcome of this 
session was not disclosed@, it is pre- 
sumed that they discussed war 
supplies and postwar problems.

The triple-staff m. ting the next 
day, however, lasted 70 minutes, 
and good progress apparently was 
made, 


and air forces advance upon Japan 
proper in offensives now develop- 
ing they must have maximum co- 
ordination with Chinese forces at- 
tacking the enemy in Asia if they 
are to achieve victory at the low- 
est possible cost in the shortest 
time. Unity attained in the con- 
ference just held appears to clear 
the way for that co-ordination. 

Politically, the conference pro- 
nounced the doom of Japan’s am- 
bitions while it held out hope and 
promise for the conquered peoples 
of the Japanese empire. 

This may ¢ontribute substan- 
tially to the speed with which 
Japan is defeated by stimulating 
unrest and upheaval] in the enemy- 
dominated countries. Despite 
smart propaganda and blandish- 
ments, sometimes successful, the 
Japanese have not been successful 
in winning wholesale allegiance to 
their rule. 

Hailed by Koreans. 

The Allied pledge «to restore 
Korea’s independence was hailed 
with enthusiasm by the Sino- 
Korean Peoples’ League, a spokes- 
man asserting it would touch off 
“plenty of fireworks” behind Ja- 
pan’s etrategic areas, 

“Twenty-six million Koreans will 
rejoice and be ever grateful for 
this timely statement,” said Kilsoo 
K. Haan, Washington representa- 
tive of the league. 

“We are sincerely thankful for 
this opportunity to participate in 
this war against Japan,” he said. 
“We do not desire freedom and 
independence on a silver platter— 
we are more than willing to give 
our lives.” 

The conference decided that 
when Japan surrenders. uncondi- 
tionally, its ill-gotten empire, won 
in five wars, will be dismembered 
and the pieces restored to their 
historically rightful owners, 

Restoration of China. 

China, whose evolution as a ma- 
jor world power and the dominant 
power in East Asia was further 
underwritten by the conference, 
will get back Manchuria, Formosa, 
the little Pescadores Islands near 
Formosa, and the coastal cities and 
plains of the mainland which the 
enemy now occupies. 

The peoples of Korea, annexed 
by Japan in 1910, are promised 
their eventual independence, and 
the blanket pledge to expel the 
enemy from all other areas won 
“by violence and greed” appears 
to cover Burma, Malaya, The Neth- 


erlands East Indies and other ter- 
ritories not specifically mentioned. 


ROOSEVELT HAS 
COVERED 37,480 
MILES THIS YEAR 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has _ just 
added another big chunk of mile- 
age to his already astronomical 
travel record. 

He already had covered 37,480 
miles this year, including his 13,- 
823-mile trip to Casablanca and 
return last January, and is well 
on the way to -exceeding his pre- 
vious year’s records of 47,914 es- 
tablished in 1936. \ 

The President has covered so 
much of the earth’s surface since 
he entered the White House that 
his mileage is now figured on the 
basis of how far it exceeds the 
mean distance of 238,857 miles be- 
tween the earth and moon. 

He long since broke that record 
and to date has traversed 289,817 
miles, divided by years as follows:

1934 — — 24838 1940 — — 32,194 
1935 — — 19,071 1941 — — 20,723 
1936 — — 47,914 1942 — — 20,306

Ambulance Gets Dr. Collins. 

Dr, Collins, whose wife is the 
daughter of former Congressman 
L. C. Dyer of St. Louis, was re- 
moved from the ship in an ambu- 
lance and transferred directly to 
a hospital bed.

COURT WARRANTS 
ATTACKED IN FIGHT 


£5 ON PINBALL GAMES 


16 Distributors of Devices 


Challenge Legality — 
Judge Takes Question 
Under Advisement. 


Legality of the warrants by 
which Circuit Judge William L. 
Mason authorized Sheriff's depu- 
ties to search headquarters of slot 
machine distributors and_ seize 
gambling machines was attacked 
in Judge Mason’s court today by 
six distributors summoned to show 
cause why slot machines confiscat- 
ed on their premises should not 
be destroyed. 

The defense, conducted by J. 
Ray Weinbrenner, an alderman 
and a Republican, and Dewey S. 
Godfrey; a Democrat city com- 
mitteeman, contended the war- 
rants should not have been issued 
by a Circuit Judge but by the 
head of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, in accordance with a 
Missouri law, applicable in cities of 
more than 500,000 population, 
which empowers the president or 
acting president of the Police 
Board to issue search warrants in 
combating gambling. 

President Edwin E. Huffman 
of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners had declined to sign police 
warrants, ruling he lacked author- 
ity to issue them. *Circuit Attor- 
ney Thomas C. Hennings Jr, then 
applied to Judge Mason for war- 
rants, which the latter issued un- 
der a statute applicable through- 
out the State. Those which Huff- 
man refused to issue were sought 
under the statute applicable only 
to cities of more than 500,000 pop- 
ulation. . 

Prosecutor's Contention. 

Replying to the defense conten- 
tion, First Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney Henry Morris argued, “If the 
machines are illegal, it does not 
matter how they are seized.” 

The defense also attacked legal- 
ity of the search warrants. on the 
contention they were based, not on 
facts known to the Circuit “Attor- 
ney’s office, but on “best informa- 
tion and belief,” and further. con- 
tended the warrants were too 
broadly drawn, placing ini the 
Sheriff's hands discretion as to 
which machines were and which 
were not gambling devices. 

Judge Mason, placed in the po- 
sition of ruling on the legality of 
his own action in issuing the war- 
rants, took the motions to quash 
under advisement, declaring he 
would rule on them after hearing 
the evidence. “Ee 

First on the docket was the 
case against the McCall Novelty 
Co,, 3147 Locust boulevard, chief 
distributor of slot machines here.

LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP).—Strik- 
ing through rocket-burling forma- 
tions of German fighters, waves of 
American heavy bombers pound- 
ed the Rhineland industrial city 
of Solingen for the second day in 
a row yesterday while 
States Marauders bombed 
airfields in Northern France and 


Ministry announced 
today that R. A. F. bombers laid 
mines in German-controlled: wa- 
ters last night, but there was no 
indication of any major activity.

Refloated Cruiser and 2 
Destroyers Sent Down 
Again, Many Smaller 
Vessels Hit on Nov. 24. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Algiers, Dec. 2 (AP).—Air force 
headquarters disclosed today, in 
announcing results of the Nov. 24 
attack on Toulon harbor by Flying 
Fortresses, that the Germans had 
succeeded in refloating a number 
of the warships scuttled by the 
French at the big Mediterranean 
naval base a year ago. 

The Fortresses nipped the Ger- 
mans’ attempt to make use of the 


French vessels by again sending to 
the bottom a cruiser and two over- 
size destroyers and sinking or se- 
verely damaging several lesser 
naval craft, barges and merchant 
ships. Extensive damage also was

CAIRO, Dec. 2 (AP).—The meet- 
ing of President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill and President 
Chiang Kai-shek in North Africa 
probably will go down in history 
as the “Sphinx conference” since 
the heads of the governments 
visited the monument during the 
conference. 


Despite the fact the conference 
was an ill-kept secret under the 
circumstances which made it im-, 
possible to preserve secrecy, news- 
paper correspondents were asked 
in effect to name the conference 
site only as “North Africa.” 
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Roosevelt and Churchill, two of

the greatest public speakers, final- 
ly met their match in the person 
of Hadji Ali No. 1—of all places— 
in front of the Sphinx. 

Hadji Ali No. 1 is senior drago- 
man, or guide, at the Giza pyra- 
mids which Roosevelt and Church- 
ill and his daughter, Sarah Oliver, 
of the Waafs, visited. 


Hadji Ali No. 1 took complete 
charge of the proceedings like a 
seasoned campaigner. He was not 
a whit abashed by the fact he was 
talking to two of the world’s most 
famous personages. 

In fact he talked 15 minutes 
straight, hardly pausing for breath. 
Evidence that he © figuratively 
talked Roosevelt and Churchill off 
their collective feet was provided 
in an interview with Hadji Ali No. 
1 after the biggest event of his 
life. Asked whether the President 
or Prime Minister had made any 
comments during his talk, he re- 
plied with the uncharacteristically 
brief monosyllabic, “no.” 

His fez bobbing as he talked, 
Hadji Ali No. 1 got a little off the 
beam so far as the King’s English 
is concerned when not discussing 
his favorite subject, the Sphinx, 
but he managed a masterful under- 
statement afterward in the asser- 
tion, “I was very glad to see them 
here,” 

Red-robed Hadji Ali No. 1 boasts 
of having carried the golf clubs 
of the Prince of Wales, now the 
Duke of Windsor, when the latter 
climbed the giant Cheops pyramid 
to see how far he could drive a 
golf ball. 


After leaving the Sphinx, which 
they, inspected for half an hour, 
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Roosevelt and Churchill drove up 
the sandy hill crowned by the 
three Giza pyrarhids, of which 
Cheops is the king. The sun was 
setting as they reached the hilltop 
and they stopped the car twice to 
admire the magnificent desert 


view.

Two days later Chiang Kai-shek 
followed suit in visiting the pyra- 
mids. He was dressed in a blue 
Chinese robe, with khaki trousers 
showing underneath, 


Probably the earliest riser at 
the conference was Chiang, who 
got up at 5 a. m. daily, as at 
home, and prayed half an hour be- 
fore breakfast—which was the 
same English fare as the other 
delegates ate. ; 

The prayers of the devout Meth- 
odist Generalissima had nothing 
to do with the English breakfast, 
according to defenders of British 
cooking, who maintained. he 
thrived on the fare. The prayers 
and meditation are a part of 
Chiang’s daily routine. 

The only Chinese food the Gen- 
eralissimo got was while in Cairo 
when the wife of Tang Wu, Chi- 
nese Charge d’Affaires, did the 


cooking. 


Late- in the afternoons the Gen- 
eralissimo and Mme. Chiang Kai- 
shek, who interpreted for him 
during the conversations with 
Roosevelt and Churchill, would 
walk in the garden exchanging 
views on the latest problems. 
Madame Chiang was in poor 
health when she arrived, but 
quickly improved under the stim- 
ulus of the African sun, 


Because of restrictions on what 
actually occurred, the most spar- 
kling points reported to corre- 
spondents were social. One was 
that 14 pounds of caviar had been 
received for the conference dining 
table, but an official spokesman 
added that there was no political 
significance in that. 


United-States soldiers living in a 
big, temporary tent camp near the 
conference were not under any 
misapprehension as to what was 
going on. The three principal 
thoroughfares of the camp were 
named Winston street, Chiang 
street and Franklin street. 


Maj. John Boettiger, son-in-law 
of President Roosevelt, found 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
pretty quick on the uptake. Boet- 
tiger has been engaged in Allied 
Military Government work in 
Italy, and remarked to Chiang he 
would be interested in similar 
work in the Far East. Chiang re- 
plied quickly, through an interpre- 
ter: “Sure, we'll take you into 
Tokyo with us.” 


Churchill was Roosevelt’s guest 
at the traditional American 
Thanksgiving day dinner on the 
night of Nov. 25 when a menu 
of shrimp cocktail, vegetablé soup, 
olives, roast turkey with wild rice 
dressing, cranberry sauce, candied 
gweet potatoes, buttered aspar- 
agus, peas, fruit salad, crackers 
and cheese, orange sherbet, pump- 
kin pie and cookies was served. 

Among the guests were Church- 
ill’s daughter, Sarah, Anthony 
Eden, Adm. William D. Leahy, W. 
Averell Harriman, Harry Hopkins 
and Lt. Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell, 
commander of American forces in 
Burma, China and India. 

-An American band played and 
Churchill and the President joined 
with other guests in singing. 

Almost all military leaders at- 
tending the conference went to the 
Thanksgiving day service in the 
evening at the Anglican Church. 


The general pattern of the con- 
ference was separate meetings of 
the British-American general staffs 
in the mornings, joint meetings of 
the British-American general staffs 
in the afternoons, sometimes with 
the Chinese attending, and fre- 
quent meetings of the high staffs 
with the three chiefs of govern- 
ment at night. 

One problem became so serious 
that the American general staff 
members held a meeting which 
lasted the entire night. 


Churchill alone among the “big 
three” came to the conference by 
sea. Roosevelt and Chiang Kai- 
shek came by plane. 

Accompanied by United States 
Ambassador John G. Winant, 
Churchill stopped at Gibraltar, Al- 


giers and Malta. He wag almost 
mobbed by cheering Maltese ag he 
drove around the island on his 
first visit there since the war 
started. While there he conferred 
with Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and Gen. Sir Harold Alexander. 


Gen. Eisenhower was personally 
decorated with the Legion of Merit 
by Roosevelt during the confer- 
ence. The long citation by the 


President praised Gen, Eisenhow- 
er’s preparatory work in training 
United ob forces in the United 
States and Britain, and his “out- 
standing contributions to the ‘Al- 
lied cause and to the successes 
now being realized.” 


Allied security officers had their 
biggest headache during the three- 
power talks,’

Important Civilians Among Bright Military 


Array but Only Lesser Lights Were 
Seen in Public. |

CAIRO, Dec. 2 (AP).—The great 
Cairo conference brought together 
one of the most glittering assort- 


ments of high military insignia and 
gold braid ever assembled in one 
place but only the lesser lights 
were seen in public. The top-billed 
stars kept out of sight. 

More than 300 persons were 
there, and they included some im- 
portant dignitaries in mufti among 
the bright array of Army, Navy 
and Air Force uniforms. 

President Roosevelt's party in- 
cluded his son, Col. Elliott Roose- 
velt, and his son-in-law, Maj. John 
Boettiger. 

The United States missions in- 
cluded Adm. William D. Leahy, 
chief of staff to President Roose- 
velt; Adm. Ernest J. King, com- 
mander in chief of the fleet and 
chief of naval operations; Gen. C. 
Marshall, Army chief of staff; Gen.

CAIRO, Dec. 2 (AP).—A “family 
group” picture—of three leaders of 
the United Nations family—taken 
during the North Africa confer- 
ence produced the usual friendly 
family group argument about who 
will sit where, 

“Right here, right here between 
the Prime Minister and myself,” 
said President Roosevelt to Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek as the 
three assembled on the terrace of 
Roosevelt's villa. “You are the 
guest of honor. After all, it is 
your conference.” 

But the little Generalissimo, 
smartly turned out in khaki uni- 
form and white gloves, smilingly 
declined and sat on the Presi- 
dent's left. Churchill then moved 
to the President's right and 25 
waiting American and British pho- 
tographers got busy. 

The President, remarking to pho- 
tographers “it is just like old 
times,” was in particularly good 
form with his cigarette in a hold- 
er at a jaunty angle—a sure sign 
he is in high spirits. 

“Act two,” as Roosevelt called it, 
found the three leaders again in 
a principal role but with strong 
support from military chiefs of 
Britain, China and the United 
States. 

Another friendly argument de- 
veloped when Mme. Chiang re- 
placed military leaders with the 
Big Three.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP).— 
Indignant charges of muddled han- 
dling of the news in connection 
with the Roosevelt-Churchill-Chi- 
ang conference in North Africa 
were made on both sides of the 
Atlantic today There were rever- 
berations not only in the American 
and British press but also in Con- 


gress and in other quarters, 

Elmer Davis, chief of the Of- 
fice of pr Information, protested 
to Bren¥an Bracken, British Min- 
ister of Information, over what 
he considered the premature pub- 
lication of the Cairo conference 
by Reuters, British news agency. 
Davis made it clear that he felt 
the fault lay with British cen- 
sorship in London. 

Reuters’ Latest Comment. 

In London officials of Reuters, 
efter being informed of Davis’ 
further protests of that agency’s 
Lisbon dispatch, said they “felt 
there was nothing they could use- 
fully add to what they said yester- 
day, except, perhaps, that if Davis 
had not changed his mind about 
the conduct of Reuters, then Reu- 
ters had not changed its mind 
about the complete ethical propri- 
ety of what it had done.” 

Reuters had explained that its 
announcement, made from Lisbon, 
was simply journalistic “enter- 
prise,” but Davis rejected the ex- 
planation. He declared that Amer- 
ican newspapers had the full 
story but complied with official 
requests that it be held up until 
7:30 p. m. (6:30 St. Louis War 
Time) Wednesday.

—not OWL. 

Explanation by Davis. 

Davis explained, when the jum- 
ble developed, that his agency had 
nothing to do with the White 
House communique, handed to 
newspaper men 30 hours ahead of 
the authorized release to the gen- 
eral public, and also no part in 
setting the 7:30 p. m. release time 
noted on the communique. Davis 
pointed out his office was bound 
by that timing, in the same way 
that newspapers and radio stations 
were. 

However, Representative Carlson 

(Rep.), Kansas, was inclined to aim 
criticism at Davis, asserting: ‘“In- 
stead of getting news from foreign 
capitals, we should get it more di- 
rect.” } 
Roy A. Roberts, president of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, lodged a protest with the 
White House and Davis against 
the manner of release of the con- 
ference news and treatment ac- 
corded American war correspond- 
ents covering the meeting. 

“The whole episode hurts the 
war effort,” Roberts said in a tele- 
gram sent on behalf of ° the 
A. S. N. E. and also as a member 
of the OWI advisory committee. 
Roberts is managing editor of the 
Kansas City Star. 

There was no comment immedi- 
ately forthcoming from OWI on 
the action of the Bayonne (N. J.) 
Times which published the official 
White House announcement in ad- 
vance of the release time. Assert- 
ing the time restriction had been 
violated “not alone by foreign and 
domestic news agencies,” but by 
the OWI itself, the Bayonne news- 
paper said it acted “on a convic- 
tion that the people of the United 
States are entitled to news as well 
as any other country in'the world.” 

OWL Acted to Counter Axis. 

Davis said last night that the 
Reuters report from Lisbon Tues- 
day, which gave the first definite 
word of the Roosevelt-Churchill 
meeting with Chiang Kai-shek was 
objectionable for two reasons: 

1. American newspapers had the 
full story, including the agree- 
ments reached, at the time, but 
were bound not to print it by 
warnings to take “extraordinary 
precautions” to preserve its secre- 
cy until the Wednesday release 
time. 

2. The premature release gave 
the Axis propaganda mill a 30-hour 
interval, unchallenged by Allied 
broadcasts, to put its own twist on 
the conference and discount its 
importance, 

OWI, fearing that the result 
would be to turn the long-expected 
political bombshell into a psycho- 
logical warfare dud, felt that it 
had to act fast on countermeas- 
ures. Accordingly, the Lisbon dis- 
patch was broadcast by OWI to 
the areas where the news could 
have its most telling effect-—the 
Axis-occupied and neutral coun- 
tries.

HE Agriculture Department 

T today predicted a 5 per cent 
cut in the production of but- 
ter next year as a result of 
prospects for a smallar output 
of milk and continued heavy 
military requirements of dairy 
products.

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WRITER PREDICTS 
‘MODEL T’ PLANE 
PUBLIC CAN USE 


Rugged Craft Will Land 
in Cow Pastures and 
Will Be Spin and Stall 
Proof, He Says. 


= 


One of the greatest dangers to 
American aviation in the postwar 
period is that it will “oversel] it- 
self to the public on things it can’t 
deliver,” Wayne W. Parrish of 
Washington, president of the Avia- 
tion Writers’ Association, told the 
fourth annual convention of the 
National Aviation Training Asso- 


ciation at a luncheon today at Ho- 
te] Jefferson. 

Another obstacle to growth of 
civil aviation, he contended, lies in 
Federal regulations which are “too 
rigid and too exacting.” 

“For the long-range outlook, civil 
aviation is by al] odds the most 
promising for the manufacturer 
and the local operator,” said Par- 
rish, who is publisher of the maga- 
zine, American Aviation. “Military 
contracts which amount to the al- 
most incredible figure of some 20 
billions this year alone, will soon be 
tumbling down. 

5 Pct. of Facilities Will Be Needed. 

“It is safe to say that military 
aviation will go far down from its 
present levels when all war needs 
are satisfied. Only 5 per cent or 
so of our present manufacturing 
facilities will be needed. Even the 
outlook for transport aircraft sales 
is not too rosy. In terms of units 
per year, the figure will be far 
under our present transport output. 

“What remains: is civil aviation, 
the Hmit of which is unpredict- 
able. It may not come as fast as 
some of us would like, but the 
growth should be steady through 
the years, providing we have 
proper Federal encouragement 
and promotion instead of red tape 
and senseless regulations that are 
really of no concern to the Fed- 
eral Government.” ° 

The type of plane offered th 
public will have much to do with 
the rapidity -with which private 
flying develops, Parrish said, as- 
serting that in the past designers 
had brought out planes that they 
thought the public wanted instead | 
of building a plane to meet public |: 
requirements. 

Utility Planes After War. 

“From what I have gathered 
around the country, we're going 
to have some honest-to-goodness 
utility planes after the war—planes 
with tricycle landing gears, stall- 
proof and spin-proof. 

“The airplane that breaks into 
the mass market for the first time 
is not going to be a fast stream- 
lined job that a returning P-38 
pilot will love to fly on week ends. 
It will be an old ‘Model T”’ that’s 
rugged and will go in and out of 
any pasture, lands at 30 miles an 
hour and cruises at 100 to 150 
miles an hour. It just plods along 
and nothing much can ever hap- 
pen to it. 

“There is a very real parallel 
between the automobile and the 
airplane which we should keep in 
mind. The early automobiles were 
made for sportsmen and for rec- 
reation. Automobiling was an ad- 
venture and a lark. It wasn’t 
until the ungainly ‘Model T’ came 
along to provide some actual util- 
ity over muddy and rough roads 
that the mass automobile market 
began to be touched. 

Aviation at Crossroads. 

“Civil aviation is at the cross- 
roads right now. Up one fork lies 
the recreational market—a very 
fine market but definitely limited. 
Up the other fork is the utility 
market where the airplane sup- 
plements the automobile as a ve- 
hicle of personal and _ business 
transportation. I am sure that 
this mass market will be cracked 
sooner or later. It is a market 
that can be cracked by low, slow 
and safe flying. 

“Don’t worry too much about 
the weather. The automobile had 
to stay in the barn in the early 
days when the weather was bad 
but that didn't hinder its over-all 
utility.” 

The approach on _ regulations 
governing flying, Parrish asserted, 
has been wrong. He contended 
the Federal Government cannot 
“assume responsibility for minutely 
and intimately regulating each in- 
dividual flyer for his own bene- 
c..” 

“What is needed,” he continued, 
“is a set of traffic regulations in- 
tended to protect innocent flyers 
from those whose judgment may 
not be too good. In other words, 
what we want are traffic rules and 
not a set of complex regulations. 

Education Needed, 

“People are going to get killed 
flving, but Federal regulations 
that are rigid and too exacting are 
not going to prevent that. Educa- 
tion is vitally necessary. Man is 
simply going to have to get used 
to flying the hard way and in the 
final analysis that’s the only way 
we're going to have the mass use 
of the airplane. 

“Traffic rules will present a 
tough problem because there must 


local regulations. Public carriers 
must be protected, 


“For private flying there should 
not be any interfering State laws. 
A private flyer should be able to 
fly anywhere between our two 
coasts by uniform traffic laws, but 
when it comes to enforcement, I 
am strongly in favor of State and 
local enforcement as against an all- 
encroaching and _ ever-expanding 
Federal agency.” 

Parrish expressed the hope that 
at the end of the war the United 
Nations would “strip Axis aviation 
to the bones,” 

“The Germans and the Italians 
and the Japanese should. be pro- 
hibited from building or flying air- 
planes of all types and descrip- 
tions,” he said. “They should not 
be permitted to operate airlines, 
either nationally or internationally. 
The Axis has given all aviation a 
black eye by perverting its uses to 
military purposes, even though civil 
aviation has been advanced techni- 
cally by a quarter of a century at 
least, through military develop- 
ment.” 

Selling of War Goods, 

Properly supervised distribution 
of the vast stores of Government- 
owned supplies and materials in 
the postwar period is necessary to 
prevent demoralization of the 
aviation industry as well as other 
business, H. P. Ladds of Cleve- 
land told the first national meet- 
ing of the Aviation Distributors’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association 
yesterday at Hotel Jefferson. 

“Unless we can devise some 
means of supervising distribution 
we can take all our postwar plans, 
including everything we are con- 
sidering at this meeting, and 
throw them out the window,” he 
said. 

Ladds, who is president of the 
National Screw and Manufactur- 
ing Co., is a member of a United 


States Chamber of Commerce 
committee which is sponsoring a 
plan for postwar distribution of 
Government supplies under super- 
vision of & seven-man commission 
which would be appointed by the 
President with approval of the 
Senate, Each member would be 
required to have had at least five 
years’ executive experience in in- 
dustry or commerce. The com- 
mission would work with advisory 
committees from various indus- 
tries which would be affected. 

Ladds estimated that the value 
of surplus supplies, exclusive of 
munitions and other war materials 
for which there would be no peace- 
time demand, would be 25 to 60 
billion dollars, based on cost to the 
Government. 

If dumping is prevented by or- 
derly marketing under supervi- 


sion, he said it would be possible. 


for the Government to realize 60 
per cent. After the World War, 
the Government recovered only 5 


per cent of cost, he said. 

Ladds suggested that it might re- 
quire as long as 20 years to dis- 
pose of all Government stores and 
supplies. Some might be retained 
for future

Calls Some 


Advocates ‘‘Nickel Col- 


lectors’; Tate Hotly Re- 
torts.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 2.—A 
Clash of drys over a proposal to 
write mandatory county local op- 
tion on liquor into the Constitu- 
tion developed before a Constitu- 
tional Convention committee last 
night, when Former State Senator 
A. L. McCawley of Carthage op- 
posed putting “stuff like this” in 
the Constitution and referred ‘to 
‘some of the dry leaders as “nickel 
collectors.” : 
McCawley, author of the: 1923 
Missouri “bone dry” law and long 
regarded as an independent dry 
leader, told the Committee on Mis- 
cellaneous. Provisions that  in- 
clusion of such a_ requirement 
would cause “eternal trouble” and 
promote a wet and dry fight that 
would defeat any Constitution sub- 
mitted to the people by the con- 

vention, 

“I have no fight with the good 
people who follow these collection 
takers,” McCawley said, in refer- 
ring to professional dry leaders, 
“They have been deceived. I take 
up no collections in churches to 
pay my expenses here.” — 

For Old Dramshop Law. 
He charged the dry cause was 
betrayed by its own leaders in 
1931, when the old Missouri dram- 
shop law of pre-prohibition days, 
then suspended by national pro- 
hibition, 'was repealed by the Leg- 
islature “with dry leaders winking 
at it.” He said the old law, but 
for this repeal, would have been 
reinstated automatically after re- 
peal of national prohibition in 
1983. McCawley said he was for 
re-enactment of the old dramshop 
law, with its local option pro- 
visions. 

Dr. P. A. Tate of St. Louis, 
superintendent of the Missouri 
Anti-Saloon League, who supported 
the proposal to write mandatory 
county option into the Constitution, 
challenged McCawley’s charges. 
“We do not consider him a dry— 
he voted for repeal in 1933,” Tate 
said. 
“There have been some remarks 
here about nickel collectors,” Tate 
said. “I oppose any such state- 
ment and I resent it. We are not 
nickel collectors, and we did not 
betray the dry interests.” 
Tate said the 1931 repeal of the 
old dramshop law “slipped through, 
like some other bills have slipped 
through.” 

Power of Legislature. 
A further exchange was cut 
short by Delegate Clyde C. Cope 
of Clayton, chairman of the com- 
mittee, who suggested the discus- 
sion be confined to the proposal, 
introduced by Mrs. Amanda D., 
Hargis of Springfield, 
McCawley said the Constjtution 
should not confer power on the 
Legislature, but should limit it, and 
said the Legislature now had the 
necessary power to enact local op- 
tion legislation. 
He said the drys would best be 
served by a constitutional provision 
that the police power of the State 
should never be abridged, and the 
Constitution be not construed to 
prevent the Legislature from pass- 
ing any law in aid of the police 
powér. 
The pending proposal would vest 
in the counties the power to pro- 
hibit the sale of alcoholic bev- 
erages and require the Legislature 
to prescribe the means and man- 
ner of voting on local option. 

Hearing Next Wednesday. 
Tate, in urging adoption of this 
proposal to give the people “the 
democratic right” to vote on local 
option, said, “We do not propose 
to set up the method in the Con- 
stitution, but. to make it manda- 
tory for the Legislature to pre- 
scribe the method.” , 

He conceded, in reply to ques- 
tions by committee members, that 
the Legislature now had author- 
ity to do the things provided for 
in the proposal, but said, “We want 
to make it mandatory.” He said 
he did not favor Statewide option, 
but favored the county as the unit 
in voting on prohibition of liquor 
sales, 

The committee took’ no action. 
Chairman Cope announced a hear- 
ing would be held next Wednesday 
for opponents of the proposal,

NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (AP). — 
Japanese radio propagandists

Land Routes Inadequate.

An Allied proclamation, which the Germans expect will follow 
immediately upon the conclusion of the reported Iranian conference, 
is described as the first step in the general Allied war of neryes. The 
Germans are being forewarned against this new piece of “Allied 


trickery.” 

This exhibition of Nazi fear is 
characteristic. It clearly proves 
that “those criminals of Germany 
who hope for an Allied victory,” 


to cite the Fuehrer’s recent Lowen- 
brau speech, are better organized 
and more active than Nazi leaders 
care to have the world believe. 

The Nazis obviously cherish the 
idea that the best way of marring 
the effect of the expected procla- 
mation is to give Allied intentions 
the widest publicity, at the same 
time declaring that an enemy ap- 
peal could not possibly influence 
“staunch Germans.” 

The Berlin press today compares 
the forthcoming Allied move to 
Wilson’s Fourteen Points which the 
German people have “not yet for- 
gotten.” Germans, say the Nazi 
propagandists, think in terms of 
realism and no longer believe Al- 
lied promises. 

In the same vein, DNB today 
widely publicises the Allied con- 
ference as a “gigantic piece of 
bluff.” It has, says DNB, two 
aims, one, the obvious desire “fi- 
nally” to reach agreement which 
was not achieved in Moscow; two, 
to save as many lives as possible 
by relying more on an agitation 
campaign inside Germany than on 
the military prowess of Anglo- 
Saxon soldiers. 

Unofficial reports that Prime 
Minister Churchill and President 
Roosevelt had met Premier Stalin 
apparently failed to surprise the 
Nazis. This conference which, they 
say, was held ahead of schedule, 
proves that Allied military opera- 


‘tions have not developed accord- 


ing to plan. It also proves that 
the Moscow conference was a fail- 
ure and that the Allied big bosses 
are now trying to achieve what 
their Foreign Ministers failed to 
get—unity of effort. 

Ignoring the Cairo conference, 
Nazi propagandists today are fo- 
cussing on Teheran. Berlin sug- 
gests that Chiang Kai-shek will 
attend the Iran meeting despite 
the fact that Stalin has signed a 


non-aggression pact with Japan. 


'(Chiang returned to Chungking 


yesterday.) The presence of the 
Chinese leader, according to the 
Nazis, means that Roosevelt will 
demand naval and air bases on 
Soviet territory in order to hasten 
American operations in the Pa- 
cific. This is the latest German 
method of disturbing Soviet-Jap-. 
anese relations. 

Nazi quarters also lay great 
| Stress on matters of protocol. The 
‘German press points out that. 
Stalin has limited his trip to Iran. 
which is practically a “Soviet pos- 
session.” The distance Roosevelt 
and Churchill covered in order to 
‘meet Stalin are cited as the best. 
proof of their keenness to pay 
“their respects” to the Kremlin 
dictator. - 

Those circles of Northern Italy 
loyal to the Government of. Pietra 
Badoglio are hoping that the Iran 
meetings will serve to alter 
radically the Italian situation and 
lead to Balkan operations which 
would relieve Italy of the horrors 
of war, according to reports re- 
ceived here. . 

These Italians are said to bé 
convinced that Russia will now 
“authorize” Balkan operations, 
providing the Russian Army takes 
an active part in them. Suck 
troops would pass through thé 
Dardanelles with the sanction of 
Turkey. Italy would be used as 
stepping stone for combined Al 
lied action in eastern Europe.

GIRL SCOUT. 
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Doom of Japan’s Empire 

Last night’s communique on the Cairo meeting 
undoubtedly covers only a small part of the stra- 
tegic and political decisions reached by Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Chiang. Nevertheless, the brief 
document opens broad new vistas on the war in 
the Pacific and on the postwar settlement there. 

For one thing, this is no longer the “forgotten 
war,” as some partisans have charged. The Big 
Three of the Pacific pledge “unrelenting pressure” 
against Japan, and they reiterate their objective 
—unconditional surrender. That these aims are 
more than mere words has been proved by the 
tremendous massing of our naval strength in the 
Pacific, a concentration of new power sufficient 
to launch a telling offensive even while the war 
in Europe rises to its climax. 

With this resolve of action comes an avowal 
and a widespread demonstration of unity for its 
attainment. The Chinese for the first time par- 
ticipate in' a major conference, in recognition of 
their long, courageous fight and their key posi- 
tion for the direct attack on the home islands 
which will bring the ultimate defeat of Japan. 
British and American forces, striking from vari- 
ous directions in the Pacific and via Burma, are 
to co-ordinate their might with China’s land 
power, and use Chinese bases, for the eventual 
findsh of the “serious and prolonged operations” 
that lie ahead. 

And when those operations are finished, Japan 
is to be shorn of the vast empire she has acquired 
over almost a half-century by means of “violence 
and greed.” This means not only her conquests 
of the cataclysmic months following Pearl Har- 
bor, but also the whole area wrested from her 
neighbors in the series of wars and “incidents” 
that began in 1894, 

It is a matter of simple justice that all these 
stolen goods be recovered from: the wanton thief. 
It is also a matter of self-defense for the world’s 
peace-loving nations that Japan be stopped short 
in her ruthless process of empire-building and 
accumulation of military might. The overrun- 
ning of Korea, Manchuria, Malaya, the East In- 
dies and the Philippines was only the beginning 
in one of the most audacious schemes for world 
mastery known to all history. 

The authenticity of the Tanaka Memorial, pro- 
mulgated in 1927, has been disputed, but too 
many of its seemingly fantastic purposes have 
been carried out to allow of further denial. “In 
order to conquer the world,” this document says, 
“we must first conquer China. If we want to 
control China, we must first crush the United 
States.” 

One of our war aims thus must be the crush- 
ing of Japanese power, and the confining of this 
people’s rule to their original group of islands. 
This does not mean the “destruction” of Japan. 
A peaceful and industrious Japan can still play 
an important economic role in the Orient. A hu- 
mane world organization in the years to come 
will not fail to consider her population problems, 
But after what the world has suffered from her 
bloodthirsty and treacherous rulers, the only safe 
course is to strip Japan of all the loot and to 
assist in the development of China as the major 
Far Eastern power. 

This promised doom of Japanese imperialism 
raises some questions, however, and the Allies 
will not be realistic if they do not face them now. 

To whom will the recovered territorys be re- 
stored? Obviously, China will regain her own 
stolen soil, and ultimate freedom for the Koreans 
is promised. But what of the mandated islands, 
former German territory, handed oyer to Japan 
by the League of Nations after the last war? The 
Cairo conferees declare they have “no thought of 
territorial expansion,” which rules out American 
or British annexation. Perhaps international con- 
trol of the islands is envisaged by the declaration. 

A tide is surging in the Orient against imperial- 
ism—not only against the Japanese brand, but all 
imperialism. The natives of the exploited areas 
will never again be willing to accept foreign con- 
trol on the same terms as those impobed over 
the last century. Even the London Times, after 
the fall of Singapore, warned that a change in 
British colonial policy was sadly needed, and 
called for “searching self-examination and far- 
reaching reform.” 

This does not mean, of course, immediate free- 
dom for the backward areas, which would bring 
in tyranny and exploitation by petty native over- 
lords. It does mean an obligation to train the 
subject peoples for more and more self-rule, just 
as America trained the Filipinos, 

It also means that, salutary as is our vow to 
end Japanese imperialism, we cannot gain the 
full co-operation of the Oriental peoples and we 
cannot hope for permanent peace until ‘we recog- 
nize the other side of the picture, too. Until, in 
other words, the Allies write a Pacific Charter. 
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Spoilsmen Endanger Conservation 


The political spoilamen persist in their efforts 
to take over the State Conservation Commission, 
If they can’t do it one way, they try another, as 
is shown by the latest move in thé Constitutional 
Convention to enlarge the commission from four 
to six members and then give power to the Gov- 
ernor arbitrarily to dismiss all the members. 

The plain fact is that the proposal is designed 
to enable the Governor *o control the commission, 
Délegate Clyde C. Cope, a former State Senator, 
sponsors it. He has had enough experience in 
politics to know that this plan would benefit 
only the political party which happened to be in 
power. The present non-political commission has 
proved its value and should be retained. 
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Just a word of advice to the slot-machine opera- 
tors, who are on the carpet over at the Prosecu- 
tor’s office: No tilting, boys. 
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Kentucky Again 
Kentucky has again raised the flag of warning 
for the Roosevelt administration. Its Fourth Dis- 
trict in electing a Republican to Congress (for 
an unexpired term) surprises the country as much 


. as did the State when it chose a Republican for 


Governor in the regular November election. 

Size of the Republican majority, larger than 
the party leaders hoped for, astonishes the coun- 
try. On the unofficial returns, the Democratic 
candidate trailed by more than 10,000 votes, when 
only a few years ago the district elected Demo- 
crats by majorities of 10,000 to 16,000. 

There possibly are many factors in the explana- 
tion. Whatever may be the decisive factors, the 


trend indicated by so emphatic a reversal sounds 
a clear warning to the administration, It also 
warns the people that, in effecting “a change,” 
they do not blindly take second-rate and reaction- 
ary men who will play them false. Republicans 
have a clear duty to guard against such disaster. 
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A Brazen Lobby Campaign 


The shameful nature of the fire-insurance lobby 
now at work on Congress was truly depicted by 
Representative Sam M. Russell of Texas in a 
speech in the House this week. 

His was the first strong voice raised in the 
House against the pending bill, already rushed 
through the Judiciary Committee, which would 
grant the stock fire insurance companies full im- 
munity from any possibility of having their mo- 
nopolistic price-fixing tactics curbed by Federal 
authority. 2 

The boldness of the.scheme by which these 
powerful corporations are trying to sway Repre- 
sentatives and Senators away from the public wel- 
fare and into the realm of protection of special 
interests is almost unbelievable. It probably has 
not been equaled for sheer viciousness since the 
grand but futile assault made by the giant power 
companies against enactment of the Holding Com- 
pany Act in 1935. 

A high-pressure campaign of letters from con- 
stituents has been promoted by the insurance 
companies, Congressman Russell disclosed, just 
as similar pressure was instigated by the utility 
companies against the Holding Company Act. 
Then it was stockholders, following the specious 
text of form letters, who complained that their 
investments were about to be ruined; now it is 
thousands of insurance agents carefully copying 
the self-serving words of “canned” letters, who 
plead for preservation of “states’ rights” and try 
to pull the wool over their Congressmen’s eyes. 

At first, Representative Russell knew very little 
about the bill. Then came the propaganda flood. 
“My office was besieged with letters,” he said, 
“addressed to me by insurance agents all over 
my district, as well as from all over my State. 
The substance and wording were practically the 
same in all.” 

Thereafter, he learned enough about the pro- 
posed bill that his sense of duty caused him in 
his address to the House to exclaim: “I stand 
here today with all the powers, mental and phys- 
ical, that I have, to protest the passage of this 
ill-timed, unfair and deceiving piece of legisla- 
tion.” 

It is time members of Congress opened their 
eyes to this brazen scheme. The Senate Judiciary 
Committee, about to follow the lead of the House 
committee, stopped when warned by Senator 
O’Mahoney, and will hold further hearings. 

There is some hope that Congress yet will 
show that it is the people’s servant and not the 
willing agent of a powerful special interest. 
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A Day We Won't Celebrate 


Common gense and good taste are behind the 
President’s veto of a congressional resolution set- 
ting aside Dec. 7 as a day of national celebration 
in honor of the men and women in the armed 
services. They deserve to be honored every day 
in the year, and a special date will be assigned 
for this purpose in time, but it shouldn't be Dec. 7 

As Mr. Roosevelt said in his war message of 
almost two years ago, Dec. 7 is “a date which 
will live in infamy.” The Japs are entitled to 
celebrate it, as a day of victory through a foul 
blow that came near smashing America’s naval 
power in the Pacific. Yet the Japs aren’t cele- 
brating it this year, for reasons which are obvi- 
ous. In time, they will come to consider it as 
the anniversary of their greatest mistake. 

The best way for those at home to observe the 
day is to buckle down more energetically than 
ever to the tasks which the nation’s fighters are

The Coal Bill Comes Due 


Every citizen who has to pay 17 cents more 
for a ton of bituminous coal, 62 cents more 
for anthracite and 80 cents more for coke should 
realize that this is the money John L. Lewis 
gouged out of him four weeks ago. | 

Lewis got part of it out of WLB by bluff, and 
Secretary Ickes gave him the rest. OPA and Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Director Vinson in lifting the 
price ceilings have only recognized the fait ac- 
compli. 

WLB and Ickes did not make a very good deal 
with Lewis on behalf of the consumer. It is 
even less fayorable, than was indicated by the 
uninformative reports issued at the time. What 
it sums up to’ is about as follows: 

WLB, in large part, and Ickes, for the rest, 
bought from Lewis’ miners one hour more of 
working time a day. They agreed ‘to pay for it 
at time and a half—$1.50. But even if the miners 
worked every minute of the hour, it would not 
be worth more than 56 cents in terms of coal 
production, since, Ickes explains, the efficiency 
of work in the extra hour is lowered by fatigue, 
and by difficulties in equipment, transportation 
and schedules, 

But, ag it turns out, the miners will not be 
working “all of the extra hour which the con- 
sumers are paying for at three. times its value, 
The reason is that, in the deal with Lewis, travel 
time from the head of the shaft to the working 
face is paid for, and it-is paid for on the assump- 
tion that the average travel time is 45 minutes, 
The actual average travel time is known to be 
longer than 45 minutes—WLB is engaged in ascer- 
taining just how much longer, and 4.ewig once 
estimated it as averaging 90 minutes. So if 
travel time averages no more than Lewis esti- 
mated, it will consume three-quarters of the ex- 
tra hour provided for in the Ickes deal. 

That means that, uhder the deal with Lewis, 
an hour’s work is bought for $1.50, and in return 
15 minutes’ work, worth 14 cents, is given. 

There is a good deal of difference between, 14 
cents and $1.50. 

The consumers are now paying it. 
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The ex-chairman of the G. O. P. National Com-- 


mittee probably is right when he says the public 
will agree that there is no indispensable man, 
What he overlooks is that the agreement will 
be more enthusiastic in some caseg than in others.

Subsidies Hold Down Food Prices

Once again the country sees Congress 
and the White House tangled in a fight 
over food price “subsidies.” Congress, under 
farm bloc prodding, is determined that 
there shall be no subsidies that hold down 
prices to consumers. The White House is 
determined that there shall be subsidies as 
a resistance to inflation. 


The public, as usual, is left in uncertain- 


_ ty about what all the shouting is about. 


It learns one day that the Government Is 
acting to hold up the price of potatoes, 
cheese, sugar and a wide variety of other 
farm products at a cost of about $350,000,000, 
but that this is not considered a “subsidy” 
by the farm bloc. It learns the next day 
that the Government is trying to hqld down 
the price of bread and meat and a variety 
of other products at a cost of about $530,- 
000,000 a year, but that this is a “subsidy” 
that must be barred. 


The farm bloc and Congress are strongly 
in favor of Government support for farm 
prices that ténd to decline. They are 
strongly opposed to Government action to 
control quoted prices of farm products that 
tend to rise. The result is confusion as to 
just exactly what the Government is doing, 
what it plans to do and what Congress is 
trying to keep it from doing. 


Butter Down 5 Cents 


As to “subsidies,” or price roll-backs, here 
is what is being done: 


MEATS. At present, the Government, 
through the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, makes ‘“slaughter payments” to 
.packers, ranging from 95 cents to $1.30 per 
hundred pounds live weight, depending on 
the type of livestock. As a result, ceiling 
prices at retail average 3 cents a pound 
less than they otherwise would be. For 
civilians, the meat roll-back program costs 
$290,000,000 a year. 

BUTTER. When the roll-back program 
took effect last June, the ceiling price of 
butter was 46 cents, based on 92-score grade 
at Chicago. Under that program, the RFC 
began making payments.of 5 cents a pound 
to creameries, thus permitting them to sell 
butter at the equivalent of 41 cents a pound 
instead of 46 cents, This program, for civil- 
ians, is continuing at an estimated cost of 
$60,000,000 a year. 


Aid for Dairy Farmers 


FLUID MILK. In several metropolitan 
milk markets—New York City, ‘Washington, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, Omaha, Council 
Bluffs—the Government buys milk from 
the handlers at a given price and sells it 
back to them at a lower price, using Com- 
modity Credit Corporation funds to defray 
losses, The effect is to give producers more 
money without raising the retail price. This 
program costs around $12,000,000 a year. 


DAIRY FEED PAYMENTS. Dairy farm- 
ers everywhere in the United States are 


compensated for the increased cost of feed 


by Government “dairy feed payments.” Thus 
the producers get paft of their income in 
Government checks instead of getting it 
all in their regular milk checks, Consum- 
ers keep on paying the same price as before, 
The total cost for three months up to the 
end of :this year will be $60,000,000. 


BREAD AND FLOUR, Another squeeze 
has been developing in bread and flour. 
Wheat prices have been rising, but the price 


,subsidies, or roll-backs, 


of bread and flour has been held down by 
ceilings. Now, by spending $108,000,000, 
the Government permits farmers to receive 
parity prices for wheat, enables the millers 
to stay in business and holds down the price 
of bread and flour, 


The subsidy is the equivalent of % cent 
on a pound loaf of bread. The alternative 
would be to let the bread price go up a 
whole cent; which would cost consumers 
twice as much as the Government subsidy. 


Roll-Back Mian Opposed 


It is this entire program of consumer 
to which Congress 
objects. The farm bloc and a majority of 
Congress would let prices go up. They 
argue that consumers have more money 
and therefore ought to pay higher prices 
for food. 


The White House wants to keep food 
prices stable so as to protect consumers 
with fixed incomes and to ease the pres- 
sure from labor for wage increases. 


This is the phase of the subsidy pro- 
gram that is causing all the fireworks in 
Congress. The other type of subsidy appar- 
ently is approved by the farm leaders. In 
this type of subsidy, the Government sup- 
ports prices for the benefit of producers, 
Here is what is happening: 


HOGS. Last spring, the Government, urg- 
ing farmers to produce more hogs, prom- 
ised to maintain the price at not less than 
$13.75 a hundredweight. Now so many hogs 
are available that the packers cannot proc- 
ess them fast enough and the price is 
tending to fall below the support ‘level. 
The Government tells farmers that it will 
continue to buy on the basis of $13.75, even 
though it could get pork cheaper. 


_One Dollar Saves Two 


SUGAR. The Government guarantees 
sugar beet growers a price on their 1943 
crop $1.50 a ton higher than the 1942 price, 
This program is costing $50,000,000. 


CHEESE. In order to meintain the price 
of cheddar cheese at 27 cents a pound, 
the Government is spending $25,000,000. 


Similar price-support programs are in 
effect on a long list of other commodities, 
and the estimated total cost is $350,000,000. 


Leaders of the farm bloc say the sub- 
sidies are inflationary, because they are 
paid from borrowed money and add to the 
pressure of demand on available goods. Ad- 
ministration leaders contend that to do 
away with the subsidies will let down the 
bars to inflation by causing an upward 
spiral of prices and wages. The adminis- 
tration says that, for every dollar saved by 
not paying these subsidies, the Government 
will have to pay out $2 in the higher cost 
of war materials of all kinds. 


Out of all the argument, one thing is 
clear: If the administration wins, food 
prices will stay where they are. If the farm 
bloc wins, food prices will go up.

cruel clarity, are hardly malicious, and the 
political views expressed are evidently 
founded on truth rather than on poetry.

Heavenly Orchid, who was born as a 
meteor flashed across the sky, and whose 
life has seemingly been a gay shopping tour 
interspersed generously with diplomatic 
dinners and frivolous chit-chat, has uncov- 
ered to a startled audience the fact that all 
Chinese are not scholars and philosophers 
lost in contemplation. Some are shrewd

Neither did Mme, Koo j in the diplo- 
matic sleight-of-hand in which most wives 
indulge to further the careers of their hus- 
bands, but contented herself with being «a 
perfect hostess and delightful companion. 
She chose her friends with fine disregard 
for policy, and her admiring tribute to the 
wrong people was blue-penciled by the 
squeamish editor. 
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Her refusal to accept the hardships of 
war is part of the carefree, charming ex- 
istence which was her lot in childhood. She 
mourns the loss to barbaric Japanese of an 
ancient Chinese palace furnished with ir- 
replaceable items as she would mourn the 
passing of a traditional way of life. Her 
attitude toward the sufferings and lacks of 
the less privileged is pardonable because 
she was never made aware of them. 

Yet, despite her seeming irresponsibility 
and lack of sympathy, she demonstrates un- 
obtrusively those sturdy, unchangeable qual- 
ities which have made the Chinese survive 
as a race and a nation.

IN 44, WIGKARD SAYS 


Hopes on Higher Produc- 
tion—Favors Subsidies. 


Unless , something unforeseen 
comes up in the weather or the 
international situation, the Ameri- 
can people can expect about as 


much to eat in 1944 as they had in 
1943, Secretary of Agriculture 
Claude R. Wickard said in an in- 
terview here today. 

He pointéd out that this year’s 
agricultural production in the 
United States was about one-third 
greater than for any average year 


of the five-year period preceding 
the outbreak of the war in Europe. 
He attributed this to the patriotism 
of hard-working American farmers, 
higher agricultural prices, and to 
the Administration’s agricultural 
program, which, he said, made for 
fertilizaton of the land. 


-Wickard was in St. Louis to 
speak tonight before personnel rep- 
resentatives of the Department of 
Agriculture, meeting at Hotel 
Statler. 


He was questioned about t ac- 
tion of state agricultural depart- 
ment heads, who. adjourned their 
twenty-fifth annual meeting here 
yesterday with resolutions request- 
ing Congress not to allow expendi- 
tures for farm crop. subsidies. 
Wickard said he believed subsidies 
would be cheaper in the long run 
than the increased cost to the Gov- 
ernment in higher wages that might 
result without subsidies. 


“Subsidies are a part of the wé@r 
effort, and should be paid for as 
increased production of guns, tanks, 
ships and girplanes,” he declared. 


Wickard ‘expressed concern at 
the increasing prices in farm 
lands, which he said paralleled 
land increases of the last war. He 
said some steps to curb the in- 
crease might become advisable.  ' 


The Agricultural Department 
personnel representatives heard an 
address yesterday by Roy F. Hen- 
drickson, director of the Food Dis- 
tribution Administration, who told 
them they would have unusually 
heavy responsibilities after the war 
in helping stimulate America’s ag- 
ricultural production to meet in- 
creased world-wide food needs.

‘Institution’s Share Under Will

The bulk of an estate estimated 
at $1,100,000 was left to Principa 
College, at Eisah, IIL, by Miss Ada 
Sylvester of Chicago, whose will 
was filed for probate at Chicago 
yesterday. The estimated valua- 
tion of the estate did not make 
allowance for deduction of inherit- 
ance taxes and other levies. 

The college's share of the 
-estate would be about $775,000, 
|Miss Sylvester, who had been in 
occasional correspondence with 
The Principia since 1922, died in 
Chicago Nov. 28, at the age of 79. 
She gave a total of $600 to the 
college’s endowment fund in 1930- 
32 and was interested in receiving 
literature from the school. 

Miss Sylvester, who was a Chris- 
tian Scientist, was interested in 
The Principia primarily because 
it is a Christian Science denom- 
inational school. Her death re 
leased also a trust fund of $1,500,- 
000 with Northwestern University 
the chief beneficiary. The fund, 
which also provides a $150,000 be- 
quest to the Art Institute of Chi- 
cago, was established under the 
will of Sylvester’s sister, “Mrs. 
Emma R. Morrison, whose hus-

Her will provided for bequests 
of $25,000 to each of six persons, in- 
cluding four grandnephews.

Cost of Living Might In-

WASHINGTON, 
Price Administrator Chester A. 
Bowles asserted today that if Con- 
gress abolishes food subsidies liv- 
ing costs might go up 10 per cent 
within a year—"the equivalent of 
a 10 per cent sales tax on the con- 
sumer.” And he added: “I would 


be overjoyed if we could hold the 
increase down to 10 per cent if 
subsidies are taken off.” 

He went before the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee to oppose the 
House-approved Dill to end sub- 
sidies Jan. 1, and stated that ter- 
mination of subsidy price control 
would threaten Government wage 

controls as well as food price con- 
trols by unloosing terrific pressure 
for increases all along the line. 

Other Controls May Fail. 

“If subsidies go the pressures for 
price and wage increases may 
grow beyond the capacity of ad- 
ministrative agencies to deal with 
them,” he said. “That doesn’t mean 
we are going to walk out if Con- 
gress kills subsidies, but it does 
mean our job is going to become 
increasingly difficult.” 

Under questioning, Bowles said 
he personally “didn’t like” sub- 


were essential to keep living costs 
in line during wartime. 

In comparing a _ cost-of-living 
rise to a Federal sales“tax, Bowles 
emphasized his view that no one 
could predict accurately how high 
living costs would go if subsidy 
controls on foodstuffs were elim- 
inated. 

He decried “reckless and extrav- 
agant” claims he said had been 
made by both friends and foes of 
subsidies, 

Considers Subsidies Cheaper. 

Bowles said the Government 
now is paying subsidies at the 
rate of $1,100,000,000 a year, and 
argued that they are cheaper to 
the Federal taxpayer than higher 
living costs would be if they are 
removed. He thought, however, 
there should be “definite limita- 
tions” on subsidy payments, but 
did not elaborate on this point. 

Food prices, he said, have been 
held approximately stable since 
last March. He asserted the Of- 
fice of Price Administration soon 
would put ceilings on certain 
fruits and winter vegetables that 
would bring the prices of those 
items down substantially.

chun in Manchuria and the Kwan- 
tung Peninsula, including Port 
Arthur and Dairen. 

In 1910 Japan formally annexed 
Korea, 

These expansionist efforts were 
given new opportunity and im- 
petus by the outbreak of the First 
World War and in 1914 Japan lost 
no time in occupying the island 
possessions of.Germahy in the Pa- 
cific north of the equator. 

These included the Marshall, 
Caroline and Marianna groups and 
the Versailles Treaty gave Japan 
a mandate over them, Altogether 
there were 623 islands, some mere 
specks, extending from the equator 
north 1200 miles and dotting the 
ocean for 2500 miles east to west. 

Eventually, these iglands, in 
which Japan constructed Truk and 
other powerful naval and air bases, 
became a springboard for attacks 
in the present war and a shield for 
Japanese conquests, 


Seizure of Manchuria. 

In 1931 Japan took another step 
in its course of conquest by be- 
ginning the invasion of Manchuria. 
In two years this venture was 
complete and the Japanese creat- 
ed the puppet state of Manchou- 
kuo. Japan exerted conti~ning 
pressure on China, cutting off bor- 
der provinces and forcing the nam- 
ing of officials acceptable to the 
Japanese. 

The present Japanese-Chinese 
war was begun July 7, 1937. In the 
next three years Japan enveloped 
nearly all of the coastal regions 
of China and took much of the 
worthwhile land of the interior, 
forcing the Chinese Government to 
retire to Chungking. 

In 1940 Japan gained a foothold 
in Fre th Indo-China and on July 
25, 1941, the Vichy Government 
announced Japan had been made 
the “protector” of the colony. 

It was comparatively easy for 
the Japanese to engulf Malaya, 
Burma, The Netherlands East In- 
dies, the large and small Melan- 
esian islands and the .Philippines 
after Pearl Harbor. 

Besides liberation of all the vast 
territory and peoples of China, the 
Philippines, Malaya, the Indies and 
other lands which Japan has over- 
run in the present war, the ex- 
tent of the amputation of, the Jap- 
anese Empire pledged at Cairo to- 
tals 604,456 square miles with a 
population of 69,102,594 (based on

He pointed out that nurseries 
have been established in the St. 
Louis area, and are doing useful 
work, but added that mothers are 
not using them as much as they 
should, apparently because of a 


children to any outside agency.

The proper procedure in dealing 
with juvenile delinquency, he said, 
is preventive, not curative. Of the 
cases coming up in juvenile court 
in St. Louis, he said, 81 per cent 
are disposed of without punitive 
action, and thus without giving the 
delinquent a court record. He told 
about the Bellefontaine Farm for 
boys and the Meramec Hills for 
girls, saying they are doing splen- 
did work.

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1944 Baseball Season Set to Open April 18 and Close 


Limit of 14 Nights

NEW YORK, Dec. 2—The Browns and Cardinals will play not 
more than 14 night games each at Sportsman’s Park next season, un- 
less Commissioner K. M. Landis breaks a deadlock by voting in favor 
of their request for more floodlight contests at the joint meeting of 
the major leagues tomorrow. The American League voted to permit

In the past the man following the 
pitcher usually has occupied the 
circle a s stand-in for the pitcher, 
causing some delay while the 
pitcher ambles from the shelter of 
the dugout. 

Because spring training will be 
held in the north again, it was de- 
cided by the American League to 
lengthen the visiting team’s bat- 
ting practice from 20 minutes to 
30 minutes until June 1. 

The National League approved 
the continuation of publication of 
the baseball guide by the commis- 
sioner and recommended two com- 
mittees for planning for the future. 
One committeé or department 
recommended would be to co-op- 
erate with minor leagues in their 
rehabilitation, when the war ends, 
even to the extent of lending fi- 
nancial] assistance. The league also 
favored a committee, probably to 
be appointed by Landis tomorrow, 
to consider all postwar problems, 
as they arise. The committee, ac- 
cording to plan, will report back 
at the February meeting. 

While the majors were clearing 
the decks in preparation foér to- 
morrow’s joint meeting, peace was 
returning to the ranks of the minor 
leagues. During consitieration of 
amendments both factions made 
conciliatory gestures. These fol- 
lowed a ruling from Commissioner 
Landis sustaining the action of 
President W. G. Bramham of the 
minors, giving the inactive leagues 
the right to vote. . 

Sam Breadon of the Cardinals 
and Don Barnes of the Browns in- 
dicated they expected the meeting 
to end without any trades involv- 
ing the St. Louis clubs. 

Washington was granted the 
right to play virtually unlimited 
night baseball and the Senators

Major league business notwith- 
standing, the political victory of 
Judge Bramham will go into the 
books as the highlight of this year’s 
annual baseball meeting, the Battle 
of the Proxies. 

The Machine Rolls. 

Judge Bramham’s victory, in a 
convention meeting that made old- 
timers call on Tammany Hall and 
Pendergastism as the only thing 
they would remember that was 
analogous, was a triumph also for 
Commissioner Landis. ’ 

Here was the _ situation: 
nine operating. leagues came to the 
annual meeting certain they had 
a firm grip on.all things important 
to their interests. At a previous 
meeting it had been ruled that the 
16 leagues which had suspended 
operations, would not be permitted 
to vote at this year’s convention. 
And so the nine surviving leagues, 
after much campaigning and many 
huddles, were prepared to oust 
President Bramham as head of the 
National Association of Profession- 
al Baseball Clubs, electing Frank 
Shaughnessy as his successor, and 
to scuttle the major-minor agree- 
ment, thus divorcing themselves 
from the rule of Landis. 

Freedom to do as they pleased 
with the vast pool of players now 
in the armed forces was seen by 
the nine minor leagues as a re- 
ward for their revolt against 
Landis. There had been rumors 
that Landis was planning to make 
free agents of hundreds of play- 
ers, who, when minor leagues dis- 
banded, were sold virtually or in 
job lots to surviving minor league 
clubs. By discontinuing the major- 
minor league agreement, Landis’ 
power would be clipped. He 
wouldn't have anything to say 
about how the minors handled their 
affairs. And then, after the war, 
if the minors so chose, they could 
return to the fold by voting for a 
new version of a major-minor 
agreement—after they had disposed 
of the vast pool of players. 

Bramham’s Coup. 


The nine minor leagues, how- 
ever, reckoned without the politi- 
cal astuteness of Bramham. In 
less than-an hour after they went 
into session the Czar of the minors 
had whipped them. His first coup 
was to discover that Section 25 
of the Minor League rules made 
it necessary to give back voting 
powers to the 16 suspended 
leagues. And when this apparent 
reversal of a previous Bramham 
decision, approved incidentally by 
the minors’ executive committee, 
was questioned from the floor, 
Bramham referred the question, 
the protest, to a vote of the dele- 
yates, but, of course, insisted that 
the inactive or suspended leagues 
have the right to vote. Naturally 
they sided with the man who had 
picked them up from the resin 
and put them on their feet and so 
in a jiffy the Bramham reversal! 
was approved.

CASE RECORDS

ASE A-296: Warren B., aged 46, is head of the Chicago 
‘& branch of a national advertising agency. “He is afraid 

of himself, though,” one of his fellow executives informed 
me at luncheon the other day. “When I came into the firm, for 
example, I told him we ought to have a certain food account. 
He told me we could never get their business for they were too 
highbrow for us. But I knew the head of the company and 
helped arrange the contact. But Warren was so scared during 
our formal presentation, that he actually forgot part of his 
sales talk. On several occasions he simply placed our display 
materials on the easel and then took them down again, without 
saying a word. ; 
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“AFTER WE FINISHED and the potential client had de- 
parted, Warren told me we would never get the order. However, 
I personally called my friend and he swung the account our 
way. He wanted Warren to come over to clinch the deal. But 
Warren was afraid and had got drunk. We tried to sober him 
up. Meanwhile, I stalled for time, saying we would have to 
call him back from New York. That gave us 12 hours to get 
him presentable. As soon as the deal was made, and it brought 
$300,000 a year into the firm, he went off on a three-day drunk. 
Nobody knew where he was. From times past, however, I had 
Jearned where he often hid away, so I located him on the third 
day, dead drunk in one of our Chicago hotels.” 


I ROE 


WARREN OCCUPIES a high salaried position, but he still 
has stage fright. He is gradually losing clients and will prob- 
ably fade out of the advertising field in a few years at the rate 
he is going, for he is leaning on alcohol as a crutch. Two 
things are wrong with him. First, when he gets afraid, he runs 
away via whisky. “Face your fears and demolish them,” is an 
adage of psychology. Don’t take the cowardly role of partially 
anesthetizing your brain with liquor. Competition is too keen 
nowadays for an alcoholic brain to survive long. Secondly, 
Warren is still imbued with the obsolete idea that if you drink 
with your customer, that is the best method for getting an 
order... This foolish view has been outmoded for a generation, 
but many men still haven’t got wise to the change. 
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MEN AND WOMEN who get drunk are usually afraid. They 
have an inferiority complex, so they get scared and finally try 
to blot out their fears by the anesthetic route, using whisky 
instead of ether. In the early days of ether, down in the State 
of Georgia, they used to get around a bowl of ether and inhale 
it till they got drunk. Alcohol acts in the same manner, though 
somewhat less quickly and completely. But it is a crutch of 


weaklings and frightened inferiority complexers. Brave men — 


don’t need to hide from customers or their dilemmas. They 
use their wits and solve their problems, or face the music when 
they make mistakes. Never encourage in yourself the habit of 
fleeing from duty.

one-fourth teaspoon salt. Stir in 


one-fourth cup milk, add chocolate 
mixture, blend thoroughly. Add 
two and one-fourth cups milk, 
cook and stir over direct heat 
until thick. Place over boiling 
water, cook 15; minutes longer. 
Add one teaspoon vanilla and cool 
before serving. : 


Barbecued veal patties, one 
pound ground veal (five brown 
points); combine veal, one tea- 
spoon salt, few grains pepper, one 
egg beaten, mixing well. Make into 
eight patties one-half inch thick. 
Heat two tabl@spoons fat in skillet 
until hot, brown patties on both 
sides quickly. Combine one-fourth 
cup chili sauce or catsup, one and 
one-half teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
three tablespoons chopped dill 
pickle, one-fourth cup dill pickle 
juice and pour around patties, re- 
duce heat, cover and simmer 30 
minutes. Remove patties to hot 
platter, pour sauce over top, gar- 
nish with parsley. Creamed pota- 
toes, one and one-half pounds 
cooked potatoes, diced, two cups 
cream sauce; buttered green beans, 
one pound fresh beans; carrot 
sticks, one small bunch carrots; 
bread, eight slices enriched; cake 
orange custard, place two cups 
left-over cake, cubed, in buttered 
casserole; pour one-half cup orange 
juice ang one-third teaspoon or- 
ange rind over it, let stand; scald 
one and one-third cup milk in top 
of double boiler, and continue 
cooking until mixture coats spoon, 
Add dash salt. Pour over cake 
mixture. Beat two egg whites 
stiff. Add one-fourth cup sugar, 
beat again until very stiff. Pile 
lightly on top of cake custard mix- 
ture. Bake in 300 degrees oven 20 
minutes. Serve warm or chilled. 
Butter or fortified margarine used 
on all breads. Include into day’s 
menus, milk to drink: Three cups 
for children, none for adults, Bev- 
erages for adults as desired.

style must stand in good posture 
constantly and her shoulders must 
be pretty. 

This is sad news for girls who 
have slouched around with hunched 
shoulders, or those who drooped 
their shoulders. They now find 
that the new fashion is anything 
but flattering to them, They have 
hollows in the chest, protruding 
knobs at the arms sockets or 
rounded backs instead of a soft, 
sloping shoulder line, 

As this off-shoulder fashion is 
here to stay for some time (it is 
being shown also in the newer, 
longer evening gowns) it gives all 
women reason to improve posture 
and to exercise for shoulder 
beauty, 
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To improve posture one must be- 
gin with the midriff. Learn to pull 
your abdomen in and up, relax 
it, pull in and up again. If this 
is difficult for you to do standing 
up (because your muscle ‘tone is 


weak) lie down on the floor in 
good posture, place a heavy book 
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on your abdomen, and force the 
book up and down. It will take 
a few days before you can do this 
easily, but when you can do it you 
have taken the most important 
step toward improved posture. 


Once ‘the abdominal muscles are 
controlled, stand at ease, feet to- 
gether, arms at sides, ll ab- 
domen in and up and at the same 
time push head and shoulders 
back, then drop shoulders a trifle.

= Reverse movement after a 
while, 


Stand with feet about a yard 
apart—body in good posture, head 
back. Arms at ease at sides. Pull 
abdomen in forcibly until you 
think it is’ going to touch your 
vertebra and then very slowly bend 
forward from the waist. Your 
head should not change position— 
it just follows the movement of 
the upper part of your body. After 
bending relax. Repeat several 
times—this corrects curvature.

“I CAN ASSESS myself and I 
can see that I have any number 
of food habits that are simple non- 
sense, For instance, I can not eat 
liver. Any kind of liver!—chicken, 
beef, lamb! Yet I know perfectly 
well that liver is a healthful food. 

“Not only that, but my sister 
Clara yearns for liver. Every time 
I take her to a restaurant. she 
selects liver. So it can’t be a 
religious prejudice, nor one based 
on family remembrances, or ad- 
monitions. 

“Then, too, I got over some of 
my earlier prejudices. I don’t re- 
call ever seeing sausage on the 
table at my father’s house, And 
until I got married I never re- 
member to have eaten sausage. 
Now I can’t get enough of it.

two. The technique was to set a 
boy on a colt out in the field and 
hit the colt with a brush. The boy 
was expected to do the rest and he 
usually did, 


From the first the light needed 
watching at night, for always the 
wind blew strong from down 
stream, where two “hollers” came 
together, and not infrequently the 
lantern, swinging free on its hook, 
was blown out. At first Willie's 
father lent a hand on the night 
watch and when necessary made 
the trip across the lowland to re- 
light the lantern, but it was not 
long until the boy had the full re- 
sponsibility, for tending the light 
was his job. Often was the time 
that his father, not sleeping so 
soundly, awakened the boy in the 
middle of the night. “Light’s out,” 
he would say, and the boy would 
go to the barn and get a horse 
and ride through all kinds of 
weather to the river bank. With 
the light burning again he would 
return to bed, hopeful that he 
would not be called again. 

Not only did the lantern serve as 
a channel light but it guided boats 
at night to Walker’s landing,. one 
of the most important between 
Cincinnati and Louisville in the 
early days. For the young light- 
keeper there was a thrilling sense 
of self-importance when at night 
he heard a boat whistle for a land- 
ing. It was an operation in which 
he had a part, for it was his light 
that showed where the landing 
was. Almost always he went down 
with his father and helped him 
check the shipments going out or 
coming in. In that way he came 
to know the captains and the pilots 
and was proud to call them his 
friends, 

Those were the great steamboat- 

g days on the Ohio. Then and 

ring the years that followed all 
the great boats came and went, 
tying up at Walker’s landing and 
guided through the narrows by 
Cooper’s bar light. The huge City 
of Cincinnati and City of Louis- 
ville for many years carried on the 
daily shuttle service between the 
two cities, even they sometimes 
honoring Walker’s landing when 
there was cargo to be left or taken 


away. The Natchez and the Lee, 
though they were Mississippi 
River boats, sometimes came that 
far up the Ohio. And there was 
the Fleetwood and the Guiding 
Star, the Chas. Morgan with David 
Holmes in the pilot house, the boat 
and the pilot that Joe Curtis keeps 
on the river in the river tales that 
he tells in the Memphis Commer- 
cial-Appeal, though they long ago 
passed away. 

Steamboat racing was the sport 
of sports in the heyday of life on 
the Ohio. The races were closest 
and most exciting in the stretch 
below Madison where Cooper’s bar 
light stood. A shot from a small 
deck cannon was the signal for 
the start of the race and the invi- 
tation for everybody to come down 
to the shore and see the show. It 
was a shot that was heard at 
Walker’s Landing, five miles around 
the bend, and William Walker, the 
light keeper, was always on hand 
to see which came through the 
narrows in the lead. It was the 
crucial point of the race. Two 
boats could not go through abreast. 
The one that reached it first went 
churning through, while the other, 
compelled to slow up and follow 
through, was distanced and had 
difficulty in catching up in the 
wider water below. 


Every three months the Green- 
briar, Government light tender, 
came along to inspect the light and 
leave enough oil to last until it 


came again.
